Bill Arnold appointed Jerry Morgan, 
Theo Gould, and Don Koontz to a Medal Sales 
Committee to handle the sale of the medals. 

The treasurer gave the president a check for $500.00 
for the ANA Scholarship Fund for the sponsorship 
of an individual to attend the summer seminar. 
Howard Hinsey said he had not found a location for 
a CWNA coin show but would work on it more in 
the near future. Allen Nye, Director arrived at 1:20 
PM. The secretary answered an inquiry concerning 
the storage and use of the CWNA showcases. He 
explained that in order to save high public storage 
costs they are stored by Denver Coin Shows in 
return for their use at its coin shows. A comment 
was made that if the CWNA decides to do no more 
coin shows they should be put up for sale. 

New Business 

The secretary submitted a list of individuals who 
have solicited the CWNA’s nomination as a member 
club of the ANA for the upcoming elections. A 
motion was made we only nominate non¬ 
incumbents.

So-Called Dollars - A Journey into History 


John Dean June 2007 

As an avid collector of United States coinage, 
with particular interests in early seated type 
coinage, I became active in the local area coin 
clubs about 25 years ago. Having already been 
a United States coin collector for over 20 years, 
this is when my interest in So-Called Dollars 
first became evident. I purchased my reference 
book in a Denver Coin club auction, and 
gradually over the years grew my collection of 
So-Called Dollars. About ten years ago I 
directed most of my collecting efforts to so- 
called dollars and other medals for their great 
array of design and beauty as well as for their 
association with historical events, places and 
people since the early 1800’s. 

As a die-hard United States eoin collector, at 
first, I was hesitant to collect medals, as it 
commonly was not considered as coin 
collecting. I have since found it truly is indeed 
an arm of “numismatics”, which many have 
now found intriguing, educational and can also 
be profitable. 

What are so-called dollars? This is the 
question many collectors and dealers ask 
themselves when they first see this terminology 
utilized or have a fellow hobbyist use the term. 
The term was first utilized over 100 years ago 
to designate medals of near-dollar size, at first 
of a commemorative or exposition nature, later 
of a monetary kind. The first written use of 
the label was by the late Thomas L. Elder, New 
York coin dealer, in his sale of September 27 & 
28, 1912, in describing his lot #395, The 
Theodore Roosevelt medal of the 1904 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, listed in the 
H&K Reference catalog as #308 (or HK-308). 
This medal is classified as extremely rare. 
They were all struck in Silver, Proof The 
exact number struck is unknown, but are 
extremely rare in today’s market place. One 


recently sold in a Heritage Auction Galleries 
auction of February 2007, for well over $5000. 

In 1963 a reference catalog on this somewhat 
popular collectible was published by Harold E. 
Hibler and Charles V. Kappen. The book was 
not well received by the numismatic 
community, and the collecting of these medals 
was greeted with dull enthusiasm by the 
numismatic hobbyists. The reference books 
could be bought at under $5.00 each and 
became a burden on most coin dealers shelves 
for many years in the late 60’s and early 70’s. 
These books today are collectible in themselves 
and a “nice” copy can fetch aroxmd $100 quite 
easily. 

With the growth within the numismatic 
collecting arena, many have began to see the 
true artistic creation within these pieces, their 
true rarity, and their highly collectible and 
profitable desirability. 

Many dealers that threw these medals into their 
“junk boxes” for many years, because they 
could not sell the medal otherwise, have now 
gotten into stocking these medals and 
developing want lists for their clientele. Many 
major auctions now spotlight having “So- 
Called Dollars” in their upcoming auctions. 
Almost all of the major auctions, in the last 
couple years have had lots available, ranging 
from the common to the extremely rare. So- 
Called Dollars have broken auction records in 
the last couple of years, reaching into the 5- 
digit prices at the fall of the auction hammer, in 
many cases. 

It should be noted that these medals are “not” 
all struck by the United States Mint, but most 
of the United States Mint struck pieces 


normally command a substantial premium, in 
today’s marketplace. 

The Hibler & Kappen reference book of 1963 
named “So-Called Dollars” lists almost 1000 
medals dated as early as 1826 and as late as 
1961. This is the “only” reference currently 
available on this area of collecting. The 
medals classified in this book, are as known by 
the author’s at their time of publication in 
1963. Many unlisted items have since 
surfaced, that should be included with this 
writing. A new publication, with blessings of 
the original copyright holder, is scheduled for 
release later this year. Information can be 
found at the following web site - 
http://www.so-calleddollars.com/index.html . 

This site also has an online reference available 
for those needing to identify/classify their so- 
called dollars with many pictures present for 
ease of reference. I would highly recommend 
anyone with the interest to visit this website for 
more detailed information than I can convey 
here. 

So-Called dollars envelop a large and varied 
area of topics, including expositions, world’s 
fairs, centennial events, and many other events. 
The collecting of So-Called dollars somewhat 
parallel’s the collecting of early United States 
Commemoratives, and thus one of the reasons I 
found this an area of great interests. 

There are almost 100 medals listed in the H&K 
reference on So-Called Dollars regarding the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. Many, 
familiar with the United States half dollar 
commemorative coin series, knows that one of 
the earliest of the United States 
Commemorative coins is the World’s 
Columbian Exposition half dollars of 1892 and 
1893, associated with the same event as stated 
above. There are many other medals 
associated with this exposition of various sizes 
and alloys, not included in the H&K reference. 
This is another whole collecting realm within 


itself. There are many collectors of “just” 
World’s Columbian Exposition memorabilia of 
all types. The United States Mint also had an 
exhibit on the grounds of this exposition in 
which they struck medals for this event as well. 
These medals are listed in the H&K reference 
as HK-154 & HK-155. (Shown Below)

Many of the United States Mint struck pieces 
were struck in a Mint Exhibit at the exhibition 
or particular event. 

One of the very popular pieces struck for the 
U.S Centermial Exposition of 1876 was the 
“Nevada Dollar”. This piece was struck from 
Nevada silver at the US Mint in Philadelphia. 
The dies were engraved by William Barber, 
engraver of the dies for the Barber series of 
coinage and many other mint products of his 
era. There were 2526 pieces struck by the US 
Mint for this medal, shown below. This is a 
true mint rarity, and much rarer than most US 
Commemoratives as well as US coins. Top 
quality pieces of these can be obtained in 
today’s market for around $1000. How does 
this compare to low mintage commemoratives?

Colorado “Rush to the Rockies” Centennial of 
1959 held in Colorado (19 cities participated) 

Typically several to many medals were struck 
for each of the aforementioned events, which 
fall into the so-called dollar category. Many 
other events, not listed above are also included 
in the original H<&K reference book. 

Many of the medals listed in the original H&K 
reference are considered “not” collectible 
today. They were struck in very limited 
quantities and have not survived the years. 
Many of the medals listed I have never seen 
offered for sale. Many of the listed medals, 
have fewer than 50 originally struck with some 
numbers being 10 to 25 originally struck. One 
example, of a US Mint medal, of which only 
50 were originally struck, in gold , recently 
sold in excess of $5000. (Similar to one shown 
below) How many of these survive toady after 
the melts of the 80’s?

The front range of the Rockies including 
Colorado and Wyoming has many medals that 
are classified as so-called dollars in the original 
H&K reference. This would adapt itself to a 
localized collection of so-called dollars to the 







interested collector. There are between 40 & 50 
pieces classified by Hibler & Kappen for the 
states of Colorado & Wyoming. These include 
the famed “Lesher” dollars, the “Century of 
Progress” pieces, “Rush to the Rockies” and 
more. Some pictures are shown below of 
Colorado & Wyoming related pieces.
